One difficulty which criticism consciously meets 
is that of persuading its audience that reference 
t@ past mistakes has essential relation to the cor- 
rection of present mistakes.

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THE DRIVE—AND GEORGE CREEL |

HE drive ts still on. The Huns are still gain- 
ing ground and losing men. The allies are still 
stubbornly holding the world’s Thermopylae. 
That is the week's record on the western front. 

Before thede words now being written are printed and 
read an epochal crisis may occur. Or the death 
grapple may continue for days, weeks, months, before 
a decision is reached. Speculation is idle. But two 
things are sure. The Huns will persist in the drive 
until their last ounce of driving power has failed ; and 
the allies will resist until their last ounce of resist- 
ance is exhausted. The fate of the world depends 
upon the balance between the capacities for endurance 
of the contending hosts. . 

And George Creel is proud that America was 
more adecuately prepared to enter the war.. 

We have said that all depends upon whether the 
irresistible force proves really irresistible or the im- 
movable mass proves to be really immovable, But 
there is another factor in the problem. Far more 
clearly than ever before is now seen the vital value 
of American participation, the imperative need that 
every man and every gun that we can possibly pro- 
vide shall be flung into the pandemonium of Picardy 
without a breathing space of delay. A million Amer- 
icans added to the allied hosts today would end the 
war tomorrow—the million men whom, we were fondly 
assured, if they were called for at sunrise, we would 
have ready for action at sunset. A half mfllion would 
make the Hun drive a hopeless failure and roll it back 
in kultured disaster to the Rhine. An effective quar- 
ter million would make the allied line secure. We 
might have had that million there if this nation had 


not 


maintained a rational policy of military preparedness, 


such as its founders designed. We might have had 
the half million if we had begun the work of prepara- 
tion as soon as the war began—the war which, we are 
told, the president discerned «in advance—and had 
pressed it with the enterprise and efficiency and vigor 
of which we so fluently boast. We might have had 
the quarter million on the first line if only the nation 
had awakened to the facts which confronted it a year 
ago. 
However, George Creel will be proud to his dying 
day that we were not more adequately prepared. 
— 

It is a splendid thing that even now, after a full 
year of agonizing delay, we are able to send at least 
our “ first hundred thousand —more or less—into the 
fray. ‘The presence of even those few will be greatly 
heartening to our allies, and their participation will 
add perceptibly to the resistant power of the allied 
line. It is, too, a fine thing that we have permitted 
their organized identity to be lost by ng them 
into the French and British troops wherever they are 
needed. The necessity for this is of course to be de- 
plored. It will always be a cause for deep regret that 
our forces were not sufficiently numerous, sufficiently 
well equipped, and sufficiently prepared to maintain 
their own organization and to play their own part 
on-at least a full third of the long battle front, sub- 
ject only to the authority of the international com- 
mander in chief. But since such is not the case, it is 
well to let them be utilized in whatever way in which 
they can be of most service; and we hope aah they 
wil] fight as well in foreign ranks and under foreign 
flags as they would in and under their own. For 
their present disposition we have to thank—or to 
blame—our lack of more adequate preparation for the 
war.

WHICH IS THE BEST 
ANTISEPTIC? 

AMILTON recently told the Amer- 
ican Public Health association of 
his effort to discover not so much 
which were the best antiseptics 
and disinfectants as which of these 
agents were effective enough to be worth 
while employing. The chemical that 
might be most serviceable under certain 
tances would not suit other condi-

tio 

If it is a matter ot fumigating a room 
much the most effective agent is formal- 
dehyde. But to be effective the gas must 
be produced quickly and there must be 
an abundance of moisture, It is advisa- 
ble before liberating the gas to sprinkle 
the floor with water and to boll a tea ket - 
tle of water until the windows and walls 
are sweating and the air is saturated 
with vapor. If the gas be liberated under 
these circumstances it is actively germi- 
cidal. About one pint of formaldehyde 
for each 1,000 cubic feet of air space 
should be used. 

For killing insects and small animals 
sulphur fumes are second only to the 
highly poisonous cyanide gas. 

Limewater made with freshly slaked 
good stone lime is a good antiseptic. 
It does no good to add carbolic acid, creo- 
sofe, or other antiseptics to the lime 
wash, 


| — 

The basis for comparison of chemical 
disinfectants is phenol. While carbolic 
acid is probably the best all around anti- 
septic, it is not very powerful. For in- 
stance, bichloride is effective in a dilution 
of 1 to 2,000 (.05 per cent), while carbolic 
acid must be of a strength of 1 to 20 (5 
per cent). Bichloride is about 100 times 
as éfficient as carbolic other things being 
equal. N 
Mercuric iodide combined with potas- 
sium iodine is a valuable antiseptic, being 
5,000 times as high as phenol. When 
mercuric iodine and potassium ſodide are 
combined with soap an antiseptic soap of 
strong disinfecting power is formed. Or- 
dinary soap, and for that matter the gen- 
eral run of antiseptic soaps, are without 
antiseptic value. | 

Any good soap by cleansing lessens the 
bacterial content of surfaces, but the 
process ig one of removal and not a kill- 
ing process. In passing let us say that 
Reasoner found that soap would kill the 
organisms of venereal disease. In Ham- 
Uton's experiments soap would wash ty- 
phoid bacilli, let us say, from the hands, 
but the bacilli would remain alive in the 
soap solution. 1

A warning against stopping the pur- 
chase of milk and of butter was sound- 
ed yesterday by Miss Flora Rose, who 


?icame from Washington, where she is 


working with the Council of National 
Defense, to speak at a meeting of Chi- 
cago housewives in the interest of the 
dairy department of the food conserva- 
tion movement. 

“In order that milk dealers may not 
be driven out of business and the peo- 
ple of the country lose one of the most 
valuable foods there is, it may be nec- 
essary to subsidize milk stations,” said 
Miss Rose. “There are many impera- 
tive reasons why we should buy milk. 
Compared with the price of other foods, 
that of milk has advanced little. It 
is an absolutely necessary food for 
children, and in this respect has noth- 
ing to take its place. 

“If we use milk, we release other 
ding to the sol- 

milk, the food 
problem will be more gravely affected 
than it would be in the disuse of any 
other food. Milk is the cheapest ani- 
mal food, and animal food is necessary 
for the nutrition of the child and adult 
alike. 

“Foreign countries have been geri - 
ously crippled in the vitality of - their 
people by the lack of milk. We must 
learn from their mistake, and not allow 
dairy products tod disappear by forcing 
the dairymen oyt of business. All of us 
who c&n afford it must buy more milk 
and more butter. Even the poor 
afford milk better than any other food, 
if they only realized it.”

A short article regarding gauze used 
by See ee ee ee 
dressings appeared in Tun Txisune 
yesterday morning, saying the govern- 
ment has commandeered all the gauze, 
and that “it would not be surprising if 
the making of gauze surgical dressings 
were discontinued tn this country.” 

Concerning this, Bruce D. Smith, 
manager of the Central Division head - 
quarters, American Red Cross, says: 

“It is true the government has taken 


over the output of most of the gauze 


producers, but with the purpose of get- 


ting the material for Red Cross work- 


ers at a lower and uniform. price, and 
not of stopping the making of gauze 
dressings here. Instructions have 
gone out repeatedly from this and from 
other division headquarters to the 
chapters to stop bidding against each 
other in the market for gauze—which, 
of course, sent prices up—but to buy 
all gauze through the bureau of sup- 
ies at division headquarters. 

“There is absolutely no intention of 
the American Red Cross to transfer the 
making of surgical dressings to the 
othe? side of the Atlantic. The work- 
ers are here and the supply of gauze is 
assured, hence there is no need to fear 
an interruption in the work of the Red 
Cross. :

Chi 
cago began yesterday delivering actual 
bonds of the third Liberty loan, ipitial 
orders filled being those of out of town 
banks whose subscriptions were re 
ceived prior to April 11. Delivery will 
be made today on the orders of Chicago 
banks received prior to April 11, and 
by night hundreds of Chicago investors 
will have possession of the bonds be- 
hind the three barred flag in their win- 

Deliveries on orders recetved subse- 
quent to April 11 will be made prempt- 
ly. The bank is equipped to deliver 
2,500 shipments daily during the bal. 
ance of the campaign, so that there 
is nothing to prevent the sale of actual 
bonds over the counter as merchandise. 
The only check on the supply will be 
the ability of the treasury department
